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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Beranger et al., Beranger hereinafter (US patent number 4,682,050, newly cited) In 
view of Edson (US patent number 6,526,581 , newly cited). 

Beranger teaches a line driver which generated a reduced amount of switching 
noise comprising: a voltage clamping circuits having resistors 203, 21 1 and 213 along 
with diode 209 for determining the threshold of the DC level (claimed setting and 
comparing the DC level to a threshold) and for placing clamping (claimed controlling 
driver) to the line driver so that the amount of switching noise is suppressed as in 
claims 1 and 5-6. 

Further to claims 2 and 3, the voltage transient peak amplitude (claimed high and 
low in claims 3) and noise that exceeds the voltage produced by the driver occurs 
during the switching of the system, therefore reads on the claimed initialization in claim 
2. 

The clamping which is done by resistors 203, 21 1 and 213 along with diode 209 
is to maintain the output voltage (DC level) of the line drive within the threshold value 
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and reads on the claimed to control the driver until the DC level is within the threshold 
value in claim 7. 

As to the claimed transceiver, it is in the preamble and no patentable weight is 

given. 

Beranger teaches that the line driver is used to drive signal over a wire, however 
does not specify that the wire being residential twisted pair wiring as in claims 1 ,5 and 8 
and the driver is required to establish an output required by HPNA specification as in 
claim 4. ' 

Edson for the same endeavor as the instant application and that of Beranger 
teaches an interfacing circuit, claimed driver, for driving signal, voice or data over the 
existing telephone wires connected to the residential and complying according to the 
HPNA specifications (311-314 in figure 1, 121 in fig 2 and 63 in fig. 3). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of an ordinary skill to use the 
teaching, twisted wiring for transmitting a digital signal and voice bidirectional to and 
from at the time the invention was made. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 9 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US patent numbers 6,507,223 and 6,711 ,138 issued to Felder 
Pai et al. disclose a transmission system having a DC level clamping for clamping DC 
level higher that the threshold to the line driver.
